“This is dificult 
because of slack | of _ bulldozers 
and other machinery, The task Is 
too monumental to be tacklea 
with pleks and shovels.” 

Mr. Albornoz added: “How- 
ever, original ecatimates of the 
killed may be'rather high. It 
seeme mow, judging by the 
large numbers that managed to! 
escape to the country, that the 
total will be found between 
2,000 ‘and 4,000." 

On the other hand, he said, 
estimates of material losses of 
US$20,000,000 were “fur too little 
—more likely, losses will be 50 
million or more." 

He then ndded: “We. have the 
rEroblem of burying the dead now 
to prevent epidemics, We are 
burying those we ure able to find 
in the surface rubble, The others 
will have to be left until we get 
‘the proper excavation equipment” 

He said tents .were urgently 
needed to shelter some 227,000 
homeless wandering. the hills of 
the countryside. He added that 
the government was also striving 
to feed them.—United Press.

Such cynicism is not surpris- 
ing. High-powered Aracri- 
can commentators ,may laud 
the new regime in some of 
the most fulsome despatches 
it has been our misfortune 
to peruse, and comfortable 
U.S. businessmen who have 
never seen the Pacific may 
smile admiringly every time 
the great man’s name ig 
mentioned.

In his article our corres- 
pondent . claimed | that there 
are genuine grounds for the 
fear that Japan may go 
Communist, in view of the 
fact that the prestige of the 
government and tHe upper 
classes has been shaken, and 
also the current industrial 
unrest. 

ng attempts. are un-_ 
doubtedly being made from 
Moscow to foster the work- 
ers’ uneasiness and magnify 
their grievances, and there 
are many self-seekers in 
Tokyo who would be only 
too glad to hoist the ham- 
mer and sickle if they 
thought it worth their while. 
There is also the other as- 
pect, which the “China Mail” 
suggested months ago, that 
even the most reactionary 
and . powerful . groups in 
Japan might ally themselves 
with Russia, believing with 
incredible obstinacy that no- 
thing can stop eventual 
world domination by the 
sons of Heaven. And dny 
means of furthering this im- 
placable aim. would be 
adopted.

Nowhere js this more obvious 
than In Article 14—a_ detailed, | 
meticulous list of all the powers 
reserved in the USSR 
highest organs of State authority 
and orgnns of governmen*", But 
let us phuse a moment to ask: 
What are these highest organs of 
the Soviet Union? 

Stalin himself has answercd. 
On pnge 171 of his book, “Ques- 
tons of Leninism” (10h Russian 
edition) he says: 

Yes, With us the Party leads 
the Government,...It is not 
an accident that with us the 
lenders of the ‘organs of au- 
thority are Communist...,Not 
n single Important decision is 
tuken without appropriate 
dircetives from the Party.” 
And—in case this was not clear 

cnough—Stalin has already told 
ws, on page 110: 

“The leader of the State, the 
lender in the system of the 
dictatorship of the proletariat 
is a single party—the party of 
the proletariat, of the Com- 
munists, which dora not share 
und casinot shurr the leadership 
with other parties”. 

‘Thus we have it on Russia's 
highest authority that = the 
supreme organ of power in the 
Sovfet Union Is the one and only 
Communist Party, It brooks no 
rivals and bows to no masters— 
obeying only its own all-powerful 
Politbureau, of which Stalin is 
the head, 

When we speak of the Central 
Government, therefore, let it be 
quite clear that we refer to the 
governing nucleus of the Com- 
MUNR eMHetatorship—of _the~Sovict, 
Unton—ic. the Politbureau, the 
men in the Kremlin. 


What Remains? 


What, then, are the powers 
grasped by the Central Govern- 
ment—by the Kremlin—accord- 
ing to article 14 of the Constitu- 
tion?

Each union reputiic has its 
own Ministry of Euuention. In 
every case this is a white ele- 
phant, for Article 14 reserves to 
Moscow the power to establish 
the basic principles In the sphere 
of ,edutation. In practice, con- 
trol <i exercised by the Schools 
Depnrtment of the Central Com- 
mittee of the Communist Party.

Again Moscow has enshrined in 
Article 14 its power to lay down 
the principles of labour legisla- 
tion.

“Jt was this historic fact of 
interdependence which led to the 
creation of the United Nations 
and jt is agninst this broad cur- 
rent of history that the leaders 
of the Soviet Union have  un- 
happily set thelr course. 

Criminal Neglect 

“We shall stand in criminal ne- 
giect and the ideals of the United 
Natlons will be seriously Jeopar- 
dined if we do not do all that we 
ean by both moral and material 
means to bring home to these 
men the wisdom of lending their 


peoples toward world co-opcration | 


and world peace,” 

Mr. Acheson opened the Ad- 
ministration’s bly Senate drivu 
for passage of the arme pro- 
gramme. He warned Congress- 
men that to restrict President 
Truman's powers too much 
would be dangerous and he 
wanted no cut 4n the cost of 
the arms programme. 

He broke down the programmy 
proposing $1,100,000,000 for North 
Allantic treaty nations, Including 
$155,000,000 to help them Increase 
thelr military output, $211,370,000 
for Greece and Turkey, '$27,040,- 
000 to help strengthen the ¢e- 
fence of certain other free na- 
tions exposed to Uanger includ- 
ing Korea, Iran and the Philip- 
pines, 

Democratic Senator Walter 
George told the Seeretury the 
Administration could only guess 
at the amount of American sur- 
plus guns, tanks and plancs that 
would be sent to Europe. 

Mr. Acheson admitted thut the 
actual value of surplus arms to 
be sent was ‘X quantity.” 


Not Enough 

e Senator Vandenberg sald the 
United States is rushing the arms 
programme before the Atlantic 

act nations’ Council and defence 
committee could be established 
tor the joint preparation of de- 
fence plans. : 

Mr, Acheson replied that steps 
are being taken to hasten draft- 
ing of common defence plans. 

Senator Vandenberg was not 
satisfied and suggested that the 
present programme be restricted 
to a point sufficient to demon- 
strate the attitude of the United 
States, with additional arms to 
be provided four or five months 
hence when Congress moets 
again, : 

“I would resist that," replied 
Mr. Acheson. “We must go for- 
ward on both these fronts (joint 
planning and US. oid) at the 
same time. Merely taking sn 
attitude is not enough.” 

He added: "I do not know vf 
any other programme than this 
one which would be effective anc 
usefp] at this time. A_ smaller 
programme defeats Itself.” _ 


Attack On Communism 
Senator Vandenberg suggested 
a mitidle ground on which agree- 
ment could be reached to pro- 
vide an interim programme pend- 
ing establishment of a council 
under the pact. 

“With thestate of the world 
as it exists today, | would not 
wane. to take tho responslbility 
for delaying any of this materi- 
al.” aald the Secretary.

Essontial Step 

“It is not intended that there 
should be maintained in Western 
Europe forces in being capable of 
defending atl Europe against all- 
out attack. But Jt is essential to 
international pence and our own 
security that there be maintained 
in Western Europe forces suf- 
ficient to convince any would-be 
aggressor that he could not by 
quick marches gain easy victor- 
jes.” 

The programme's purpose, he 
maintained, was to enable West- 
ern Europe to hold the line until] 
powerful U.S. armies could be 
marshalled to assist the free 
governments fight 
version, ' 

Mr. Acheson concluded his 
testimony with four major argu- 
ments for the programme: 

1, Mt would strengthen the 
security of the North Atlantic 
nations, 

2. It would strengthen 
security of the United States. 

3. It would strengthen ‘chances 
of world peace by deterring im 
aggressor. 
~4 It would strengthen the 
United Nations because it implo- 
mented the United Nations’ prin- 
ciple of collective defence. 


Plan Attacked 

Mcanwhile, Arthur * Schutzer, 
executive Secretary of New York's 
Left Wing American Labour 
Party, told the House Foreign 
Affairs Committee the arms plan 
was only the first down payment 
on a 20-year programme of send- 
ing arms to Western Europe. He 
said that, before the programme 
{s completed, the total cost may 
teach the staggering total of 
$50,000,000,000. He charged that 
the programme wag designed to 
divide the world for war instead 
of uniting nations for peace. 

Meanwhile, the House Foreign 
Affairs. Committee heard several 
witnesses ax it prepared to end 
Its hearings on arms ald legisla- 
{iou. Brigadier-General Bonner 
Fellers, former member of Gen- 
eral MacArthur's staff, opposed 
sending ground arms ta Europe. 
He said the United States ‘must 
place its principal rellance in 
building up air power. 

Mr. Ely Culbertson, chairman 
of the Citizens Committee for 
United Nations reform, said the 
military assistance programme 
was a half measure written ‘in a 
half-hearted way. He. advocated 
establishmen, of an Atlantle mo-
